Vienna. June 13.—It is now known that the 


late King Alexander lived in a state of terror dur- 
ing the last week* of his life. Nightly, soldiers be- 
longing to the Pioneers Division searched the 
palace from roof to cellar, peering into all dark 
corners for bombs. 
Each night the king was 


securely locked in his bed chamber by the ad- 
jatant in the presence of the palace commander. 


it is also stated that for several weeks the 


late Queen Draga had prepared for flight, inde- 
pendent of the King, who is supposed to have 
been gradually growing reconciled to the project 
of his divorce from Draga and his marriage with 
Princess Xenia, of Montenegro. The conspirators 
are reported to have learned this, and fearing that 
the marriage would prove a continuation of the 
Obrenovitch dynasty, hurriedly commenced the 
task of extermination. 


Lately King Alexander vainly tried to become 


reconciled with exiled Servians which also in- 
creased the anxiety of the conspirators. 


Queen Draga's sisters were permitted to take 


a last look at the body of the late queen. They 
say the corpse was shrouded in white silk. The 
youngest of Draga's sisters was carried away 
unconscious. 


In the late King's desk there was found, in ad- 


dition to various interesting private papers, about 
$10.000. 


The Austrian foreign office pays scant atten- 


tion to the reports that Prince Peter may re- 
nounce his claim to the Servian throne in favor 
of his oldest son. The officials here consider this 
quite improbable, and especially as it would ne- 
cessitate a regency, which, under the present 
circumstances, would be dangerous. The chances 
of Prince Mirko, of Ymirko, are regarded as bieng 
slim. 


THE CARNAGE 


Wai Started by King Alexander When

Paris, June 13.—At the council of 


ministers today, foreign minister Del 
casse, communicated to his colleague 
telegrams frcin Belgrade saying, that 
the provisional government had com- 
municated to the Servian

that the Servian authorities were de- 
termined to give the Skupshtina com- 
plete liberty of action in the choice of 
a King.

were burned to death, early today, in 
a flat building at 347 east lloth street. 
t is believed the fire was of incendiary 
origin. The dead: 


Tberese De Cicco. aged 4 years. 
Camilo De Cicco, 2 years. 
Alfredo De Cieco, 4 months. 
Francisca Stamano. 8 years. 
Guiseppi Ciprlano, 24 years. 
It is asserted by the police that the 


hallways of the building had been 
covered with oil, and that bundles of 
rags saturated with the same 
sub- 


stance, also were found 
scattered 


about the place. 


The fire was discovered 
by Liilio 


[)e Cicco who lives on the third floor 
of the building. He was caring for a 
sick child when he smelled smoke and 
coking into the hall, found it filled 
with smoke and flames. De Cicco's 
cries of "flre" aroused the other ten- 
ants, most of whom made their es- 
:ape 
De Cicco, with his wife and one 


child, were taken down a fire escape 
ijy a policeman, who tried to return 
for others but was surrounded by 


at the third floor and was pre- 


paring to jump when the firemen ar- 
rived. The building at this time was 
fiercly burning, but firemen were sent 
up the ladders in an effort to rescue 
others. Ciprlano was found on the 
top floor still alive but unconscious. 
He was taken to the hospital, where 
he died an hour later. Again the fire- 
men started up the ladder but they 
were ablaze, so further search of tbe 
building was impossible until the fire 
was extinguished. The bodies of the 
three Ue Cicco children were found on 
the third floor. The Stefano 
child 


was on the top Boor, but was still 
alive. She died while an ambulance 
surgeon was trying to resuscitate her. 
Cipriano is thought to have assisted 
members of the Stetano family to the 
street and was overcome by smoke 
when he returned to make further res- 
cues. The police are of the opinion 
that the fire was of incendiary origin 
and are investigating. 
There 
have 


been a number of incendiary fires in 
tenements in this locality and a num- 
ber of lives have been lost.

TO BITTER END. 


Cooks and Waiters' Union Determined 


to Win Chicago Strike, 


Efforts of Strike Promoters Will Now Be Di- 


rected te the Department Store Restaur- 


ants—Hotel Service Crippled. 


Chicago, June l;!.—With the union 


employes of twenty-six hotels, includ- 
ing practically all the large hotels IE 
Chicago already on a strike, the offi- 
cers of the Cooks nnd Waiters' unions 
announce their intention this morning 
of again turning their attention to th^ 
restaurants, cafes and cafetirias. They 
have decided to stake the success of 
their movements for better working 
conditions and. if necessary, even the 
existence of their orsanixation, on one 
effort that, is to involve ail 
the 
re- 


sources of their local and international 
unions. Particular attention, it is de- 
clared, is to be given the department 
store restaurants and their first move 
will be against them. While they did 
their work thoroughly among the ho- 
tels, the strikers have succeeded in 
crippling the hotel service only in 
part. Many of the affected establish- 
ments served breakfast with various 
degrees of success today, and already 
there is a noticable influx of outside 
help, which is being taken on as fast 
as presented. These non-union em- 
ployers, together with the small pro- 
portion of the help that has remained 
loyal, enable many of the hotels to 
care for their guests. 


Many of the restaurant owners in- 


formed their employes 
today that 


those who obeyed the union and struck 
would 
be permanently discharged. 


Restaurant owners and hotel propri- 
etors alike, have decided that unless 
the unions agree by Monday, to suo- 
mit their grievances to arbitration. In 
all places where the employes have 
walked out so far, the union would he 
ignored and the employes treated only
